Woman Passenger Roasts 
Men for Their Conduct; 
Made Sorry Show, She Says 


Miss Olive Swanson, tourist from Chi- 
cago, was in the Pullman when the 
alarm of “Robbers!” rang through the 
car. She said: 

‘TI saw the conductor and the porter 
run through the car. They were great- 
ly excited. Immediately the passengers 
jumped at the conclusion that the car 
was on fire. Fear was pictured on 
every face. Men rushed from the car 
in a panic. 

“Besides’myself there were two wom- 
en. These women displayed absolutely 
no fear. <A majority of the men in the 
car seemed utterly at a loss to control 
themselves, and later when the excite- 


ment was over appeared ashamed of 
the show of manhood they displayed. 
“Shortly after the porter and con- 
ductor rushed through the car a rough 
looking individual swaggered in and 
demanded that we throw up our hands. 
I was frightened. I did not want him 
to approach me, and I threw my purse 
into the aisle. The bandit passed by 
without stopping to pick it up. 
“When the conductor rushed through 
the car he was very much excited and 
asked each passenger if he had a pis- 
tol. I think there were two robbers 
though JI only saw the one man. I 


understand that one man guarded the 
rear platform while the other went 


through the alsiles.”’ 


“U narmed and Had to Obey 
Commands Given by Bandit,”’ 
Declares Conductor Jackson 


The first evidence of the presence of 
light-fingered gentry upon the train 
came when the bandit threw his gun in 
the face of J. E. Jackson, conductor 
of the Pullman, just as the train wae 
pulling out of Vining. 

Conductor Jackson's version is as fol- 
lows: 

“Tust after we passed Vinings I had 
gone to the rear of the car to fille my 
report, when the porter came to me and 
asked me whether we were passing 
through Vinings or Bolton. 

“Tl told him that I didn’t know, but I 
would tell him as soon as I looked off 
the rear platform. 

We Were Near Vinings. 

“I opened the door and stepped out 
on the platform and loked up the 
track. We were about two train lengths 
passed Vinings station, and I told the 
porter so. 

“Tt folded my arms across the rear 
guard rails and looked up the track for 
a moment before I started in the car. 

“When I turned around the door, 
[which was equipped with an air shock- 
absorber, had not gone all the way 


shut. 
“Ag I pulled the door open & figure 


loomed in front of me and levelled a 
revolver. 

“Get out of the way, @—n you, and 
move quick,’ he said. 

“I thought at first someone was play- 
ing a joke on me, so I said. ‘Go on, 


and stop your fooling.’ 

“*T mean it!’ came back at me, and he 
put his pistol in my face. 

“TI saw the mask then, and I knew I 
was up against the real thing. 

“T was unarmed and he had the re- 
volver pressed almost against my face, 
so the only thing I could do was to 
follow instructions and move. 

Tried to Get Revolver. 


“I passed through the car with as 
much composure as I could command in 
order not to alarm the passengers. 
thinking I would be able to get a re- 
volver and get back before the bandit 
had time to begin operations. 

“In cne of the front cars I found the 
conductor and told him what was hap- 
pening. He was also without a revyol- 
ver. We both started for the car where 
the robber was, asking for a revolver 
on the way. 

“Well, by the time we got to the car, 
the bandit had done his work and gone. 

‘He appeared to be a tall, slender 
man, and I think he wore a light 
checked cap and a light suit, and a 
mask. That’s about all I could tell 
about him in his short sejourn with us.”

Suspect Under Arrest. 

Following his detention, the suspect, 
Jones, refused to make any statement 
whatever to the officers. He did state 
that Jones was not his right name, and 
that he was in the south in search of 
work. Papers on the man proved that 
his home was in Des Moines, Iowa. 
He received mail at the general deliv- 
ery window of the postoffice as late 
as the 10th of this month under the 
name of James Nolan.

Letters taken from Jones’ pockets 
when at the Tower were from one 
James Adams, of Savannah, who 
wrote to Jones, using the name James 
Nolan, and declaring that he “had 
sent a package for him (Nolan) to dis- 
pose of here.” The letter then went 
on to say that Adams could not join 
Nolan in a venture trip that Nolan 
had evidently proposed, as he stated 
that “he was short on frog backs,” 
evidently meaning money. 

Another letter and also a card sent 
regards to Nolan signed by a girl 
named May, who lived in Des Moines, 
and who stated in her letter that she 
hoped soon to join Nolan here. 

When searched at the Tower, Jones 
produced a little over $2 in silver, a 
pocket comb, a surgeon’s scalpel, three 
dirty white handkerchiefs and a well- 


worn pocketbook containing $3 in bills.- 


Suspect Put Through 


Thorough Examination. 

Soon after Jones reached the Tower 
he was taken in hand by Plennie 
Minor, deputy sheriff; Chief Mathie- 
son, of the county police, and City 
Detective Black, who put the suspect 
through an hour’s questioning. They 
refused to state what Jones told them 
at the close of their interview. 

It is the theory of the county officers 
that Jones was but one of several per- 
sons interested in the hold-up.

On behalf of himself and his brother, 
Captain Tom Donaldson stated to the 
county commissioners Friday that he

The position of record clerk, which 


was abolished at the meeting of the 
board a week ago, was practically re- 
established by the board. It was found 
that the position was a necessary ne. 
The pay of the position will be placed 
at $125 per month, and until the time a 
regular appointment is made, Major Na- 
than Lyon, formerly bookkeeper at 
the Bellwood camp, will do the work. 

Followin the statement of Cap- 
tain Donaldson to the board, Commis- 
sioner Anderson had the following re- 
port spread on the minutes of the 
county books: 

“It gives the chairman: of this com- 
mittee great pleasure to state that the 
Messrs. Donaldson have been prevailed 
upon through their patriotism and 
sense of loyalty to the county and its 
interests, to remajn in its service. The 
retirement of these gentlemen would 
have resulted in a disorganization of 
the county forces which would have 
been very embarrassing and harmful 
to _ oe interest. 

“In view of the fact that Capts 
J. Donaldson will have no ae ggeel 
the paving season commences, he is de-

SLATON IMPRESSED — 
WITH CONVICT’S APPEAL 


Paroles Negro Who Returned 
to Serve Life Sentence, Tho’ 
Unjustly Convicted. 


Rarely has executive clemency been 
exercised in a case more pathetic or 
more deserving than that of Dalton 
Kelly, a negro “lifer,” who was paroled 
by the governor yesterday. 
Kelly was convicted in Jasper coun- 

in 1894 of the murder of another 
negro named Tom Lewis, and received 
a life sentence. That was during the 
convict lease system, and Kelly Was 
sent to Dade county to toil 


coal mines. 

So intolerable was his situation that 
he managed to escape in 1904, after 
serving ten years, and finally made his 
way to Dade county, Florida. Here he 
married and lived until 1910, when he 
experienced a religious conversion at 
a negro revival. From that time he 
knew no peace of conscience, feeling 
that he could not square himself with 
God as long as he was an escaped con- 
vict. 

Surrenders to Sheriff. 

So one day in 1911 he made his ap- 
pearance at Monticello, Ga., and sur- 
rendered himself to the Jasper county 
sheriff. The sheriff had never heard 
of him and it took him some time to 
look up the record in the case and 
find where the negro belonged. 

As soon as the sheriff was able to 
locate him, the negro was remanded 
to the penitentiary, where he has 
served as a model prisoner ever since. 
Now it develops that he was prob- 
ablv never guilty of murder in the first 
instance, as witnesses have been pro- 
duced to show that he was tw ce fired 
on by Lewis before he killed him In 
granting the parole, the governor has 
made the following brief annotation on 
the prison board’s regular iorin. 

‘Developments subsequent to the 
trial show that he was unjustly con- 
victed.” :

We not only secured these three great 
fortresses against death and disease, but 
we largely rehabilitated our school system 
and improved our water and sewerage 
systems by sending mains to every part of 
the city. 

That bond issue was about the best quid 
pro quo any city ever secured in its history. 
It was a three million dollar life, fire and 
efficiency insurance policy that has already 
paid for itself. 

About the only valid criticism that can 
be sustained against that issue is that it

Her 
strategic position is such that its availabil- 
ity could easily be expanded to take in parts 
of North Carolina, Kentucky and Tennessee, 
if it were thought best to subdivide these 
states as between banking regions. The 
territory here outlined is thickly populated, 
its business is tremendous and its industries 
and wealth are expanding in a degree not 
approximated by any other part of the 
country. 

All these facts spoke eloquently and con- 
clusively in the comparative bank clearings 
showing of Atlanta, published a day or so 
ago by The Constitution. In the list of 
important financial centers Atlanta led the 
south, with the exception of New 
Orleans, and led New Orleans in the matter

AT HOME AND ABROAD. 


From Mrs. Bickham, New Orleans. Chick- 
en Croquettes—tTie three sets of calves brains 
in a muslin bag and boil them in salted water 
twenty minutes. Chop 
the meat from a cold 
chicken, add the cooked 
brains, chop again until 
-hey can be chopped no 
finer. Season with cel- 
ery salt, pepper and 


minced parstiey. Mix in 
one-half cup of soften- 
ed butter and one cup 
of rolled, sifted crack- 
er crumbs. If too stiff 
to shape into cones or 
cakes add a little thick 
cream. Now shape and 
roll in bread crumbs 
that have been rolled 
and sifted. Place on ice 
until the butter in the 
mixture gets hard and 
so makes them firm. 
Dip in egg and bread 
crumb them once more 
so the outer surface ifs 
covered. Place in a 
frying basket and Immerse in hot lard; fry 
like breaded oysters. They will be richer 
and- more creamy made Itke this than if a 
foundation white sauce is used. Serve with 
mushroom or cream sauce or alone. 

To make Salted Almonds, from a Pasa~- 
dena, Cal., reader—Shell almonds and put into 
hot water, let them stand until the water is 
cold. Then the brown husk can be easily 
rubbed off and the almonds are said to be 
“blanched.” Now place the almonds in a 
shallow pan with a little butter and set it 
in the oven. When the butter melts salt 
them evenly and return to the oven until the 
butter browns. Drain the almonds on blot- 
ting papers to prevent their tasting oily. 
Olive oil is preferred to butter by those who 
like its nutty flavor. 

Broiled Mutton Chops, from Mr. A. E. Mc- 
Kee, Columbus, Ohio—Have the chops cut 
an inch thick from mutton that is almost 
lamb and has hung long enough to have a 
fine flavor. To get this perfect chop get 
acquainted with a wholesale meat dealer or 
a timid butcher who will cut the chop from 
really fine mutton. 

Now on Sunday morning, when you have 
plenty of time and your wife’s asleep, send 
the maid off to church and proceed to broil 
the chops. 

We have gas at our house and the broiler 
swings between an upper and a lower flame 
of fire but a hot bed of coals is as good. 

Trim off as much of the thick mutton fat 
as you can and rub the broiler bars with 
it. Put in the chops and cook with a high 
heat for three minutes when both sides of 
the meat will be seared. Lower the heat and 
cook slowly twenty minutes, Have the break- 
fast plates hot and dish a chop on each one. 
Use the rich drippings in the broiler pan, 
seasoning with pepper and salt, for a gravy, 
pouring a little over each chop. 

Queens Toast—This recipe was begged 
from a new caterer in this town who is mak- 
ing a specialty of it and who was not very 
willing to have it made public property. Cut 
inch thick slices of stale bread from a lo 
round loaf. Fry .each slice brown in ho 
butter. Lay on a shallow pan and sprinkle 
with powdered sugar, cinnamon and chopped 
nut meats. Place in hot oven until the sugar 
melts and bubbles over the nuts. Watch it 
or it will burn. These slices can be kept a 
week and re-heated as needed. They are de- 
licious with breakfast coffee or with after- 
noon tea.

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The trial of William Laud, the celebrated 
archbishop of Canterbury of the reign of 
Charles I, was one of the most remarkable 
of any ecclesiastical trials in history. He 
was one of the very few of the high church- 
men of England to have so offended as to 
have lost his head on the block. 

The archbishop tried to carry out 
wishes of his monarch, and which he him- 
self believed to be right, but he was not in 
accord with the spirit of the times or suited 
to the temper of the people. He made a 
serious but a fruitless effort to attempt to 
repress Puritanism, but the penalty he paid 
for trying to serve Charles was the hatred 
of the English parliament and of the people 
generally. 

The attempt of Laud to 
people his own severe ideas regarding re- 
ligion, public morals and methods of wor- 
ship, and finally his reattempt to establish 
Episcopacy in Scotland, led to his arrest on 
March 1, 1641, and his imprisonment in the 
tower. 

Laud was first stripped of his honor, then 
he was exposed to many indignities and 
injustices, and was finally brought to trial 
before the house of lords on November 22, 
1643, on a charge of treason and other crimes. 
The actual] trial did not begin till March 
12, 1644. There was hardly even the sem- 
blance of judicial impartiality at the trial. 
The few members of the house of lords who 
still remained at Westminster, strolled in 
and out, without caring to obtain any con- 
nected idea of the evidence on either side. 
They had made up their minds that Laud had 
attempted to alter the foundation of church 
and state, and that was enough for them. 

Among the many charges brought against 
the archbishop were: That he had tralitor- 
ously endeavored to subvert the laws; that 
he had denied the authority of parliaments: 
that by threats and promises to the judges 
he had perverted the course of justice; that 
in his own courts he had sold justice and 
had taken bribes; that he had caused divers 
canons to be made contrary to the king’s 
prerogative, and the laws; and that he had 
endeavored to subvert the true religion, ete. 

At the trial, after these charges were read 
to him, the archbishop arose and said in 
part: “It is a great affliction to me to ap- 
pear at this bar as a criminal, though I 
should be acquitted. I am not very solici- 
tous about for thank God [I 
have spent that I am neither 
aShamed to live or afraid to dies Nor ean 
the world be more weary of me than I am 
of the world. But if none of these things 
whereof these men accuse me, merited death 
by law, and though I may not in this case 
appeal to Caesar, yet I will to their lordships’ 
justice, never doubting but God will protect 
my innocence.” 

The trial dragged on during the entire 
Summer of 1644 and it was not until October 
11 that Laud’s counsel was heard on points 
of law. On the twenty-eighth a petition for 
the execution of Laud was presented to the 
commons by a large number of Londoners, 
and on the thirty-first the commons, drop- 
ping the impeachment, resolved to proceed by 
an ordinance of attainer. As the lords de- 
layed the passage of this ordinance they 
were threatened with the intervention of the 
mob. Finally, on January 4, 1645, the house 
of lords passed the ordinance. 

The archbishop had in his possession a 
pardon from the king dated April, 1643. This 
he tendered to the houses, but though the 
lords were inclined to accept it, it was re- 
jected by the commons. He then asked that 
the usual barbarous form of execution for 
treason might, in his case, be commuted for

beheading, and though the commons at first 
rejected his request, on the eighth, they de- 
cided to agree to it. 

Being brought to the seaffold on Tower 
Hill on January 10, he mounted it with an 
air of great resolution and cheerfulness, and 
began his speech with the following text of 
Scripture: 

“Let us run with patience the race that 
is set before us, looking upon Jesus.” etc. He 
denied all the accusations against him, and 
declared himself a friend to the church of 
England, to the constitution and to the par- 
liament. | 

After a prayer he moved forward to take 
his place at the block. Sir John Clotworthy 
however, thought fit to interrupt him with 
theological questions. Laud answered some 
of them, and then turned away, and after a 
prayer, laid his head upon the block. He was 
beheaded in the seventy-second year of his 
age.

For a really good, wholesome and at- 
tractive dish that is a whole meal in itself 
I know of nothing more appetizing than 
eggs with Benedictine sauce. 

Eges, Benedictine. 

Prepare two slices of well browned toast 
for each person, and upon each slice lay 
a piece of broiled Virginia ham. On top of 
this place a poached egg and set aside for 
a few minutes, being sure that the dish will 
keep warm. 

To make the sauce, chop two shallots or 
two small oniorfs into small bits, and put 
into one cup of tarragon vinegar and boil 
for five or six minutes. Beat the yolks of 
six eggs until they are light and frothy 
and add to the vinegar, after first drawing 
the little kettle of boiling vinegar from 
the stove and allowing it to quiet down un- 
til it does not even simmer. Then the eggs 
may be added very slowly so that they will 
not curdle. Next add a pound of melted 
butter gradually, stirring all the while. Put 
in a little Salt and a bit of white pepper 
according to the taste for seasoning, or 
you may add a little paprika. Pour the 
Sauce over the toast, ham and egg and serve 
very hot. 

Placed on a large round silver platter and 
garnished with choppeu parsley, this makes 
a most tempting dish, and with a cup of tea 
or chocolate furnishes one with a good sub- 
stantial luncheon.

Sam Jones, the negro Pullman porter, 
whose home is in Nashville, Tenn., was 
one of the first ones to see the bandit 
as he entered the Fullman, which was 
at the end of the train. He said: 

“I was standing talking to Mr. Jack- 
son, the Pullman car conductor. We 
were on the rear end of the Pullman. 
1] saw @& man climb over the iron gate 
which leads to the steps. He was a 
tall man and wore a round black cap 
and a mask which covered his face, 
with the exception of his eyes. He was 


shabbily dressed. He poked a big Colt 
revolver in my face and yelled out: 

“‘Get out of here you black-—.’ 

“T thought at first that he was kid- 
ding, but he poked the gun almost into 
my mouth and said: 

“‘Damn you, I mean business. Get 
out of here or I'll shoot you full of 
holes.’ 

“I got out. 

“T couldn’t tell much how the man 
looked. [I thought my last hour had 
come, and I didn’t pay much, attention. 
As the man went through the car he 
shot three times, knocking out the 
glass windows.”

Walter Bennett, of New York city, 
traveling salesman for Goldenberg 
Bros., was relieved of “$80. 

James Hale, who was in the coach 
ahead, said: ; 

“The first I knew of the hold-up was 
when the two porters and a passenger 
rushed into the car saying that the 
train was being held up, and asking 
for a revolver. Kverybody began put- 
ting money under seatsa@nd into their 
shoes. 

“In a second it was all over and those 
who had been robbed followed the oth- 


ers in their wild flight into our car. 
The losers began to make known their 
losses and the passengers got together 
and figured up that the losses amount- 
ed to over $600. Some of the losses 
were $60, $80, $22 and $200, and there 
were said to be others. 

“The train never stopped during the 
robbery. The report was circulated 
that the porter shot the robber when 
he jumped off of the train. Nothing 
was taken from the ladies on the car. 
The conductor went over the train dur- 
ing the hold-up asking every man if he 
had a revolver, but never procured one 
to my knowledge.” 


Taubes E. Green Believes Cap 
Of Suspect That of Robber 


James E. Green, employed by the 
Crescent News company, of Nashville, 
who was in the parlor car of the train 
held up last night near Vinings, declared 
to The Constitution that he could par- 
tially identify the suspect Jones held at 
the Tower. as he believed he recognized 
Jones’ cap as the one worn by the hold- 
up 

Green declared that when the train 
had pulled otu of Vinings he was stand- 
ing in front of seat six in the Pullman 
chair car and had just told one of the 
passengers that he was out of Atlanta 
papers. 

“The negro porter rushed past me,” 
said Green, “and nudged me in the rib. 
He said ‘Look out, kid, beat it.’ I 
looked around and saw the robber step 
into the smoking compartment. That 
was enough. I ran through the cars 


shouting ‘Robbers, robbers!’ The porter 
had gone ahead of me and when I 
reached the negro coach it was packed 
with scared passengers. I went into the 
baggage coach and there took off my 
shoes and put $10 in silverin one of the 
toes for safe keeping. By the time I 
had done taht the passengers had 
started for the rear of the train again 
and I went with them. When I got 
back to the Pullman the train had 
stopped just the other side of Bolton 
station. 

“When I got into Atlanta I was on 
the corner near the Union station when 
two detectives who were talking to the 
negro Pullman porter stopped me an 
started to question me. I went from 
there to the Tower, where I had a look 
at the man the officers brought in. I 
thought I recognized his cap, but I am 
not sure.” 


Robber As Nervous As Robbed; 
Says Salesman From New Y ork 


Albert Kuhn, of New York city, a 
traveling salesman, says of the hold-up: 

‘T was sitting in the car reading 
when the commotion began and I looked 
up to see what it was about. All ex- 
cept four men and one woman had 
jumped up and run into the car ahead. 
A heavy-set man entered the car and 
before I knew what was what he was 
telling me to ‘shell out,’ and I did— 
sixty bones. I don’t know what kind 
of clothes the man had on, except that 
his face was some bandaged up. He 
was an amateur, for I do remember he 
Wes as nervous as I was. 

“The bandit robbed only the four men 
left in the car, and then backed out 
of the door he had entered, holding the 
Bun on us all the while. The train 


porter, who had secured a gun up front, 
rushed through the car after him—and, 
man, let me remark right here, that 
train porter is the bravest ‘nigger’ I 
ever saw. The masked fellow began 
firing back into the car through the 
vestibule glass, and the nigger began 
shooting at him. 

“No, I don’t know whether the bandit 
was hit or not—I don’t know anything 
about it except that he asked me for 
my money when I laid down my news- 
paper, and I gave it to him. I don’t 
know anything else that happened for 
ten minutes. 

‘IT only remember that when I got 
into the car ahead, there were men 
lying on the floor in the aisle, and up 
under the seats, and that it was the 
most frightened crowd I ever laid 
eyes on.

Macon, Ga., January 16.—Bishop N. D. 
Pendleton, of the Church of the New 
Jerusglem (Swedenborgian), uf Pitts- 
burg, Pa., will conduct the funeral of 
Colonel Charles Rittenhouse Pendleton, 
editor and part owner of The Macon 
Telegraph, who died today after an ill- 
ness of five weeks. The funeral will 
be held at 3 o’clock Sunday, and inter- 
ment will be in Macon. The pastor is 
the youngest brother of the veteran ed- 
itor. Colonel Pendleton had been con- 
nected with The Telegraph for fifteen 
years. 

Telegrams of condolence have been 
flowing in all day to the members of 
the family. They are from men promi- 
nent in the state and social life of the 
state of Georgia, and many have come 
from outside the state. 

Tributes to Pendleton. 

Among the telegrams received by the 
family of the illustrious editor, whose 
death has come as a shock to Georgia 
and to Americans loving 4 clean and 
forceful man in journalism, were those 
from Governor John M. Slaton, ex- 
Governor Joseph M. Brown, Colonel W. 
S. West, of Valdosta; Clark Howell, 
of The ‘Atlanta Constitution; Labor 
Commissioner H. M. Stanley, and A. H. 
Ulm the governor's private secretary. 

Governor Slaton and his staff will 
attend the funeral. A telegram from 
Valdosta announces that the chamber 
of commerce of that city will have a 
special car bearing friends of the de- 
ceased editor to the funeral.

Mr. Pendleton was born in Effing- 
ham county, Ga.

Philip C. Pendleton moved his young 
and growing family to Lowndes county, 
where he lived the remainder of his 
life. He founded The Valdosta Times

In 1879 he married Sallie Patterson 
Peoples, of Valdosta, whoé survives 
him. To this union was born a com- 
Mr. Pendleton’s virile writings, 
soon attracted notice all over the state 
and finally Major Hanson, then owner 
of The Macon Telegraph and one of 
the most commanding figures in Geor- 
gia in many lines, induced him to leave 
The Valdosta Times and come to the 
editorial desk of The Telegraph, where 
he could have a wider field for his ¢di- 
torial convictions. .This was in 1896. 


He Buys Telezraph. ' 


‘In the meantime Mr. Pendleton re- 
tained the full ownership of The Valk 


to his heart, but when two or three 
years later he learned that Major Han- 
son might be induced to sell The Tele- 
kraph, he disposed of The Valdosta 
Times to C. C. Brantley and FE. lL. Tur- 
ner, the present owners of the paper, 
and purchased The Macon Telegraph, 
lock, stock and barrel. 

He has controlled The Telegraph ab- 
sOlutely ever since, although several 
years ago he disposed of minority por- 
tions of his stock to W. T Anderson, 
now general manager of The Tele- 
graph, and to P. H. Gambrell, now 
business manager. 

To his death, however, Mr. Pendleton 
retained unencumbered and uninflu- 
enced control of his own paper, more 
sO, perhaps, than any other owner in 
the south today. Only once in his life 
did he consent to run for public office, 
and that was when a very young man. 
In 1882-3 he was’'a member of the 
Georgia legislature. claiming the dis- 
tinction of being one of the youngest 
men who ever sat there. 
claim is made by his friends that he 
was, up to the time he took his seat, 
the youngest man who ever had been 
elected to that office. This was from 
Lowndes county. However, he has al- 
ways figured largely in his state’s 
politics. both in regard to the state 
itself at home and its part in the na- 
tional movements. 


On Various Delegations. 


In 1896 he was a delegate to the 
national democratic convention and in 
1904 he was delegate at. large to the 
national convention, member of the 
notification committee, and in 1912 he 
headed the Georgia delegation to the 
democratic national convention in Bal- 
timore, a delegation pledged to the 
support of Oscar W. Underwood, who 
carried the state in the presidential 
primaries by 15,000 plurality. 

During the last presidential primary 
campaign Mr. Pendleton supported Mr. 
Underwood for the Georgia delegation 
with enthusiasm, although at no time 
was he particularly hostile to Wood- 
row Wilson After the convention, 
when Wilson was nominated, no paper

In 1905 Mr.: Pendleton was elected a 
life member of the Bibb county board 
of education, in which office he labor- 
ed with enthusiasm. It was one of the
